ADMINISTRATION 

The administration of the affairs of the Racing Commission is directed 
by Robert Kelly, Supervisor of Racing, and Louis Derteen, Jr., the Assistant 
Supervisor. The auditing department is headed by Irving Harrington. Tom C. 
Parker is in charge of the investigating division; and the Commission laboratory 

is under the direction of Dr. Elsie S. Bellows.

The Racing Commission maintains an office at 911 Security Building, 
Miami, Florida. In this office the complete records and statistics of all racing 
activities are kept. A small portion of these records is contained in this report 
and any other data, too voluminous in scope to be included in its entirety, 
will be furnished on request. 

INVESTIGATIVE DIVISION 

In the interest of the safety of the public the Racing Commission main- 
tains an investigative division whose duty is to enforce the Laws of Florida and 
the Rules and Regulations of Racing as promulgated by the Commission. 

Through the cooperation of the local and state law enforcement agencies, 
the track safety departments and the association managements this division was 
able to effectively promote and correlate the investigation of all illegal activities 
on the race trades of Florida. During the period covered by this report 368 
undesirable persons were ejected from the grounds of the various racing 
associations. 



The investigative department especially concerns itself with the enforce- 
men of the commonly called "85% law" which requires at least 85% of the 
employees at each track be bona-fide Florida residents and that 85% of the 
weekly payrolls be paid to them. This law assures local residents a fair propor- 
tion of the positions at each track. This division is responsible for obtaining 
the fingerprints and photographs of all officers, directors and employees of each 
association and maintaining files of same. 

With the able assistance of Mr. Wilkins Linhart, telephone engineer for 
the Florida Railroad and Public Utilities Commission who produced diagrams 
of the telephone installations at the various racing establishments and periodic 
checks by the Investigators, the Racing Commission was assured that illegal 
information was not transmitted from the race trades. 

The Commission wishes also to express its appreciation to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, the Thoroughbred Racing Protective Association and 
the Safety Departments of the various racing associations for their splendid 
cooperation during the past year. 

LABORATORY 

The Commission, in order to keep racing in Florida on die highest possi- 
ble plane, maintains a complete racing laboratory. At this laboratory, the oldest 
in the country, the urine and saliva samples taken from winning thoroughbreds 
and greyhounds are microchemically analyzed in order that any doping drugs 
might be detected and identified. As a result, fraudulent doping practices have 
effectively been kept at a minimum. Without this laboratory control, unscrupu- 
lous individuals would attempt to administer various drugs which would affect 
the racing qualities of their animals. The effectiveness of this program is best 
illustrated by the fact that of the 8,701 samples taken from animals on Flor- 
ida tracks only 5, after laboratory analyses, were found to contain illegal drugs 
or medicines. In contrast, 369 samples (at a charge of $10.00 each) from vari- 
ous Caribbean Racing Boards were analyzed and of them 8 were positive for 
forbidden drugs. 

Dr. Bellows and the laboratory staff are constantly searching for new pro- 
cedures to identify stimulants and learning the qualities of each newly marketed 
drug. Through their devoted efforts the Florida State Racing Commission en- 
joys the reputation of having one of the finest racing laboratories in the world. 

SCOPE OF RACING 

During the 1955-56 racing season the pari-mutuel handle was the largest 
in the history of racing in Florida. The total play at the twenty-three associa- 
tions was $310,681,432.00 which represents an increase of 9.37 per cent over 
the preceding year. The accumulated attendance during the period was 1.83 
per cent more than 1954-55 as 5,915,941 persons attended the four horse 
tracks, fifteen greyhound tracks and four frontons. 

The revenue derived from racing by the State is also the largest ever. 
During the past fiscal year, Florida realized a total of $24,180,833.82 or 17.8 
per cent more than during the previous fiscal year.

The 67 counties of the state each received as their proportionate share the 
sum of $165,000.00 of which $135,250.00 was apportioned under the old rac- 
ing laws and $29,750.00 from the additional tax on greyhound tracks enacted 
by the 1955 session of the legislature. This sum is $37,800.00 more than each 
county received during the 1954-55 fiscal year and represents an increase of 
29.7 per cent. 

The Old Age Assistance Fund also experienced an increase. The $12,336,- 
317.84 received was $1,065,499-31 or 9.45 per cent more than during 1954-55.

Although the sum of $24,180,833.82 was collected by the Commission 
during the season in review only 1.79 per cent was expended in controlling, 
directing and supervising the operations and activities or the various Licensees. 
The expenditures for the year represent a saving of $42,679.68 from the 
budget appropriations. 

SCHOLARSHIP FUND 

Pursuant to Chapter 25258, Acts of 1949, the Legislature authorized the 
various tracks and frontons to operate a total of twenty additional days of rac- 
ing during the past year for the purpose of creating and providing State Schol- 
arships from the profits derived therefrom. A total of $299,070.54 was remitted 
to the State Board of Control for Institutions of Higher Learning. 

In addition, the Commission in compliance with Chapter 28499, Acts of 
1953, authorized the applicable tracks and frontons in Hillsborough County to 
operate a total of three additional days for the benefit of the University of 
Tampa, from which that institution realized the sum of $13,269-98 to be used 
for scholarships for worthy students. 

CHARITY DAYS 

In conformance with Chapter 20843, Acts of 1941, whereby the operators 
of the various tracks and frontons are permitted to apply for an additional 
day wherein the net proceeds are to be contributed to charities of their choice, 
subject to provision designating the University of Miami as a charitable institu- 
tion entitled to a minimum of 25 per cent of the day's profits. Permission was 
granted by the Commission for the operation of seven such days during the 
year as a result of which $270,724.62 was realized by the University of Miami 
for scholarships for worthy students. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS 

Because of changes in the Racing Laws enacted by the 1955 session of the 
Legislature and the antiquity of existing rules, the Racing Commission revised 
and rewrote the Rules and Regulations of Horse Racing, Greyhound Racing and 
Jai-Alai. These rules, written with the co-operation of the Racing Associations, 
the Florida Breeders' Association, the Horsemen's Benevolent and Protective 
Association, the Jockeys' Guild and the Jockey Club of New York, give Florida 
a modern set of regulations with which to govern racing. In addition, the 
Jai-Alai rules were, for the first time, printed in Spanish. 

LEGISLATION 

There were no new or amended laws affecting racing approved by the 
legislature during the year in review. However, the Commission during this 
period has reviewed the existing statutes and will make recommendations for 
revision at the appropriate time. 

LITIGATION 

During the period covered by this report, the Racing Commission was not 
a party to any litigation instigated in the courts. 

NATIONAL CO-ORDINATION 

The members of the Commission are members of the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners and participate in its programs and committee 
activities. Under a policy of reciprocity, a State Racing Commission authority's 



denial of privileges to a person in its state operates to deny such privileges to 
such person in any other state until the denial has been removed by the original 
authority. 

Florida was represented at the National meeting of the Association in 
Chicago by Chairman C. H. Ratliff, Secretary John R. Ring, and Chief Chemist 
Elsie S. Bellows. 

It is felt that the contacts made and the information exchanged there will 
prove to be of inestimable value in the work of this Commission. 

At this convention, Secretary John R. Ring, who had been appointed to fill 
a vacancy as Treasurer for 1955, was elected Third Vice-President for the com- 
ing year. 

FLORIDA BREEDERS 

During the year in review Florida received national recognition as a 
breeding place for thoroughbreds. A three-year-old colt, foaled and raised in 
Ocala, "Needles", won the Flamingo Stakes, the Florida Derby, the Kentucky 
Derby and the Belmont Stakes and "Florida-Bred" appeared in every major 
newspaper in the country. 

The rise to prominence in thoroughbred breeding has been exceedingly 
fast. The temperate year-round climate and the elements in the soil of Florida 
have made this state an ideal place to raise racing animals. Many breeding 
farms are located in Dade, Broward and Marion Counties and the raising of 
race horses is becoming a major industry. Horses, bred in Florida, by the end 
of this year will have earned almost $4,000,000.00 in purses with half of this 
amount won during the last two years. 

Florida-bred horses received a five-pound weight allowance at all Florida 
tracks during this period. An amendment to the Rules and Regulations made 
by the Commission will exclude, in the future, stake races and races having 
purses of $20,000.00 or more from this allowance. In addition a Breeder's 
award was paid by Florida Racing Associations to the breeders of all Florida- 
bred winners. 

The Florida Breeders with the continued support and cooperation of the 
Racing Associations, the Turf Writers and the Racing Commission, will con- 
tinue to grow and Florida will send more and more horses to the outstanding 
races. 

CONCLUSION 

We, the present members of the Florida State Racing Commission wish to 
express to you our deep appreciation for the trust and confidence you have 
placed in us, in appointing us to administer the racing laws of our state. 

By accepting this responsibility, we have pledged ourselves to protect the 
public and the State's interests at all times.
